CHICAGO (NYTIMES)— Three men arrested in Chicago on Wednesday night were planning to attack the campaign headquarters of 

President Obama, the house of Mayor Rahin Emanuel, police stations and financial institutions In downtown Chicago, prosecutors 
said on Saturday. 

The men, who were in Chicago to take part in protests related to the NATO summit meeting taking place here on Sunday and 
Monday, were charged with criminal acts relating to terrorism, conspiracy to commit terrorism, and possession of explosives. 

"The individuals we charged are not peaceful protesters, they are domestic terrorists," said the state's attorney, Anita Alvarez. "The 

charges we bring today are not indicative of a protest movement that has been targeted." Ms. Alvarez said that this was the first 

time she knew of that defendants had been charged under the state's antiterrorism statute. She declined to comment on possible 
federal charges. 

Lawyers for the defendants described the case as entrapment, saying that a man and a woman who were either informants or 
undercover law enforcement officials had come up with the plans and provided the materials. These two people were the only ones 
who committed any illegal activity, said Michael Deutsch, a lawyer with the National Lawyers Guild. FULL STORY link 


P rasecutors: NATO protesters wanted to hit mayor's home nolice stations 
CHICAGO (WGN)— 

Three out-of-state men arrested in a Bridgeport apartment raid days before the NATO summit considered hitting President Obama's 
campaign headquarters. Mayor Rahm Emanuel's house and police stations with "incendiary devices." according to court documents. 

The trio, who are being held on $1.5 million bond apiece, are charged with conspiracy to commit terrorism, providing material 
support for terrorism and possession of an explosive or incendiary device.

Cook County prosecutors identified the men as Brian Church, 20, of Ft. Lauderdale, Fla, Jared Chase, 24, of Keene, N.H., and Brent 
Vincent Betteriy, 24, of Oakland Park, Fla. According to prosecutors, the three men are self proda med anarchists and members of 
Black Bloc," a band of protesters who typically mask their faces to avoid identification. 


Their arrests were the result of an investigation since early May into a group suspected of making Molotov cocktails — crude bombs 
usually created by filling glass beer bottles with gasoline, according to court records. In documents filed by prosecutors today, 

authorities hinted they had audio recordings in which the defendants talked about injuring police and threatened that "after NATO, 
the city will never be the same." 


The men traveled from Florida to the Chicago area ahead of this weekend's NATO meetings in order to prepare a multi-staged attack 
gainst various targets in the city, prosecutors said. According to court documents, the men planned to first attack four Chicago 

police stations and destroy several squad cars with "destructive devices" in order to divert the department's attention and 
resources.

Two inbound trains, numbers 114 and 116, were stopped around 115th Street about 8:20 a.m. while other inbound and outbound 
trains were halted near 53rd Street as canine units checked the package, according to Metra. Passengers who were waiting on the 
platform were moved away from the tracks, officials said. 

Elsewhere in the Chicago area, the security crackdown implemented for the NATO summit that starts Sunday didn't seem unduly 
burdensome on commuters, many said.
